DETROIT» The coronavirus con- 
tinued its unrelenting spread 
across the United States, with fa- 
talities doubling in two days and 
authorities saying Saturday that 
an infant who tested positive had 
died. It pummeled big cities such 
as New York, Detroit, New Or- 
leans and Chicago, and made its 
way, too, into rural America as 
hot spots erupted in small Mid- 
western towns and Rocky Moun- 
tain ski havens. 

Elsewhere, Russia announced a 
full border closure, while in parts 
of Africa, pandemic prevention 
measures took a violent turn, with 
Kenyan police firing tear gas and 
officers elsewhere seen on video 
hitting people with batons. 

Worldwide infections sur- 
passed the 660,000 mark, with 
more than 30,000 deaths, as new 
cases also stacked up quickly in 
Europe, according to a tally by 
Johns Hopkins University. The 
U.S. leads the world in reported 
cases with more than 120,000. 
Confirmed deaths surpassed 
2,000 on Saturday, twice the num-

Layoffs 
slamming 
state’s hotel 
workers

Even though the state’s shelter- 
in-place order allows them to re- 
main open, several Colorado ho- 
tels are shutting down and letting 
their workers go, according to fil- 
ings made with the Colorado De- 
partment of Labor. 

Great Wolf Lodge, a Chicago- 
based group that combines hotels 
with indoor water parks, said it 
would let go of 446 workers in 
Colorado Springs, making it the 
largest layoff so far reported to

Instead of Gov. Jared Polis issuing 
orders to shut things down in Colora- 
do, it was Gov.
